HARVARD STUDENTS. 


A Banquet Followed by a Saloon Row—At- 
tempt of the Boys to Clean Out a Bar- 
Room Results, in Probably Fatal Conse- 

George G. Whitelaw of This City 

Terribly Injured—His Recovery Doubtful— 

The Young Man’s Record Here. 


Boston, June 28.—George G. Whitelaw of St. 
Louls, a member of the Harvard Olass of 7, 
is now lying at death’s door from injuries ro- 
ceived in a bar-room fight in Boston on Satur- 
day, the 19th of this month. For the last week 
the particulars of the affair have been rigidly 
suppressed and the cause of his iliness 
reported as the result ofan accident in the 
Gymnasium. The real story is one which 
brings into a most unenviable light the un- 
fortunate young’ man and a number 
of his classmates. On Saturday, 
the 19th,a party of eight of the students set out 
ina body in response to an invitation from 
some of the officers of the United States re- 
ceiving ship Wabash, at anchor off the 
Charlestown Navy Yards. As usual, the Har- 
vard boys were lionized to an excessive de- 
gree, and champagne flowed pretty freely. 
The fun went fast and furious for about 


four hours, and of the whole assembly the 
Harvard boys were in the lead. At9 o’clock 
three of the young men, being somewhat less 
under the influence of the champagne, left the 
shipand went back to their quarters. The 
remaining five, as if to make up for the 
loss of their three companions, became 
more hilarious than ever before. One of them

Edward McAvoy, the proprietor, having some 
knowledge of Harvard students and their 
ways, determined to follow them and see that 
no harm was done, but on reaching the 
shooting gallery in the rear of the saloon 
he found thatthe boys had taken things into 
their own hands. Gaston Mears Ashe, the 
spokesman of the party, amused himseif by 
interiering with the shooting of the patrons 
of the gallery. 

The crisis was reached when McAvoy tried 
to remonstrate with Ashe, who put up his 
hand in the most approved pugilistic style. 
McAvoy, who is somewhat expert in that di- 
rection, caught Ashe’s arms and held them 
until he was incapacitated from further action 
by a blow on the back of his head, which 
brought him to the floor. His fall 
was the signal for about a dozen loafers and 
toughs in the gallery to attack the students, on 
whom they never wasted much affection at 
best. The firstthingto hand was converted 
into a weapon, glasses, chairs or clubs. 

EVEN IN THEIR INTOXICATLD OONDITION 
the students were plucky as fghting 
cocks and went to work witha vim. The scene 
for afew moments was indescribable, as the 
blows fell thick and fast, and blood flowed in 
ali directions, The only thing that saved the 
students was the summoning of the police by 
one of tne attendants of the p 1 

cAwoy ordered the arrest of the five young 
men, but two of them had already made their 
escape. The three who were arrested were 
taken to the station, but McAvoy in fear of 
burting his business refused to swear out a 
warrant and they were released. From the 
station they went to Dr. Cilley’s office, where 
the injared had their wounds dressed, some 
of which were found to de quite serious. 

The anger of the students was not in the 
least abated. Dr. Cilley says that one of the 
young fellows offered him $100 fora razor to 
cut McAvoy’s throat.

The object of the second measure is to 
buila enormous warehouses at suitable places, 
wherein may be stored, at the risk and ex- 
pense of the Government, all the corn, wheat 
cotton, gold and silver produced in the United 
States. For the products thus stored the 
Beore ot the Treasury will issue certificates 
of deposit which shall be legal tender for the 
Pp ent of all debts. Another clause pro- 
vides that all United States money shall here- 
after be printed on silk threaded white paper, 
of approved texture, size and thickness. 
These notes shall be in twenty-six 
diferent denominations, and the money 
in circulation shall not at any time 
exceed $100 per capita of the population. After 
the Ist of January next those silk-threaded 
paper notes shall be the only legal-tender, the 
Only money in the land. No metal money, 
whatever, shall hereafter be coined in the 
United States, but all existi metal 
money is to be melted an sold 
for the benefit of the United States, as is done 
with all other useless commodities. Another 
of the series isa bill to destroy usury and 
banking for profit within the jurisdiction of 
the United States, ＋ creating central 
banking powers an duties of the 
Treasury Department. A lon preamble 
to the bill states, among other things: 
**Whereas, Ey bady knows more than any- 
body, and ‘‘Whereas, Labor casts 95 per 
cent of the votes: ‘‘Whereas, Forty-five na- 
tional banks in New Tork Oity last year made 
anet profit of 808 per cent on their capital, 
while agriculture only yielded 3 per cent 
to the farmers, and, whereas the laborer pays 
the banker all his profit, usury must be 
crushed so that the laborer may enjoy ‘life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. To do 
this the Treasury is to establish a sub-agency 
at every post-office throughout this 
country where the business now done by the 
National banks will be transacted for the good 
of the people by a few paid Treasury clerks 
managed and supervised by the neighbors 
whoare not to be paid.

How the Cairo Narrow Gauge Will Be 
Changed—N oves and Personals. 


The work of changing the gauge of the Uairo

THE LAKE SHORE SWITCHMEN BACK DOWN 
BEFORE AN ARMED FORCE. 


The Strike About Ended—No Attempt at Vio- 
lence To-Day—Strikers Under Arrest—A 
Stock Jobbing Scheme—The Lake Shore 
Runs Out Three Trains Unmolested. 


Cur1caGo, June 28.—Of the men arrested by 
the Hyde Park Police for complicity in Satur- 
day rioting, nine ha ve been bailed out, others 
are refused bail, and some are unable to find 
sureties. Norton, Kearns, Adair, Hogan and 
Bond were liberated on $3,000 ball each; Boran 
and Tierney, two laborers, $250 each; John 
Hoyes, $100 and Thomas Smith, $500. The 
police believe they have evidence enough to 
convict Frank Day, who is under lock and 
key, for throwing the mall train from the 
track on Friday night. The manin the South 
Chicago Jail, who gave his name 
as John E. Sullivan, is Edward Sullivan,

Plate shops two weeks ago. Oapt. Hunt has a 
State warrant for him for robbery.

Kearns claims that the 
strikers placed the muzzies of two revolvers 
to his head and threatened him with death in 
case of refusal to do their bidding.

An enterprising firm of New York 
stock brokers, since the strike began, has had 
representatives on the grounds, and every 
attempt of the officers to movea train, whether 
they be successful or not, is instantly report- 
ed to the central office, The results may be

CLEARING THE YARDS. 

The Ohief of Police of the town of Lake ap- 

eared at the extensive switching yards of the 

ke Shore Railroad at 8 o’clock this morning 
with a police force of 100 men, including 
Specials“ and Pinkerton police, and at once 
began the work of attempting to clear the yards 
of strikers and idlers. Very few of the latter 
had entered the yards, but remained in large 
groups, just beyond the railroad tracks in- 

ntly watching the movements of the rail- 
road people. Several hundred men, however, 
remained in close vicinity of the round-house 
and cars of the Lake Shore Road and 
refuse to obey the order of the police to move. 
Clubs were drawn aud severalrushes were 
made at these groups, the police using their 
clubs, and in one ofthe encounters Detective 
Fino of the Lake Police, knocked one of the 
mendown. He isthe only erson reported to 
have sustained any serious injury. The crowd 
gradually withdrew from the immediate 
vicinity of the yards. The company had 
made no attempt to move any cars up tog 
o clock. 

TROUBLE BREWING. 

Preparations for a determined effort to move 
freight trains on the Lake Shore to-day were 

erfected by the officers of the road yesterday. 

hey were somewhat elated by the success at- 
tending the efforts of Capt. Hunt ot the Hyde 
Park Police in protecting the train which was 
taken out late Saturday evening, and the fact 
that so many arrests of strikers and their sym- 
pathizers had been made. On the otber hand 
the strikers presented a bold front. They re- 
newed their determination to stop the move- 
ment of all freight trains atall hazards. They 
still not to be responsible for the 
trouble of Saturday, and a reward bas 
been offered for the discovery of 
the man who ‘‘cocked’’ the switch 
on Saturday. Shortly after 6 o’clock 
this morning, ‘‘Billy’’ Pinkerton and a 2 
number of special police, were taken to the 
Town of Lake. On their arrival there they 
were sworn in as special officers. The new 
switchmen to take places of strikers were also 
sent down. About 100 special police arrived 
in a special train of three cars at 8:30 and 
were also taken to Forty-third street. A 
dozen or more imported switchmen.were also 
on board. The situation was quiet, but there 
was an undercurrent of excitement and 
suspense that doded exciting develop- 
ments during the day. The Town of Lake de- 
tectives started through the yards repeating 
the following formula: All you people must 
move. Do not congregate in groups on the 
tracks or crossings, or we will be obliged to 
take means to disperse you, and we will do it, 
too. The crowd moved back, suriily, and 
momentarily increased in numbers, Some 
resistance was shown in moving off Root 
street and one man was severely beaten 
* a policeman. The excitement rap- 
idly increased and by 9  o’clock 
the crowd was read for anything. 
Shortly after 9 o’ clock the Town of Lake police 
cleared thetracks and streets leading to them 
of the crowds who were on them. Just after 
this Pinkerton with 124 of his men appeared 
on the scene. Many of them were armed with 
Winchester rifles. 

BOMEWHAT EXCITING. 

ll A. M.—There are fully 200 police and 
specials stationea eloug the e Shore tracks 
between Forty-first and Forty-fitth streets. Of 
these about one hundred are the regular police 
of the town of Lake and Pinkerton police, and 
nearly one hundred speciais in the employ of 
the Lake Shore road, the latter of whom are 
armed with Springfleld breech - loading 
muskets. These men are guarding the round- 
house tracks of the Lake Shore road at intervals 
of fifty yards, and no one is allowed to ap- 

roach the switch or property of the railroad.

The Lake Shore company succeeded in making 
up a train of fourteen freight and caboose cars 
and started south at 11:55 a. m. without mo- 
lestation. A few minutes before the train 
started five of the strikers ventured into the 
yards at Forty-third street and, refusing to 
move, were handled roughly by the police and 
one was placed under arrest. The others 
moved off. 

The strikers congregated on State street in- 
timate that they will attempt no demonstra- 
tion in the presence of the armed force now on 
the ground. The railroad company has 
brought out eight engines and has sent six

THE ENGLISH ELECTION. 

Elections for several seats in Parliament 
will ocour next Saturday, and on the fol- 
lowing Tuesday, July 6, the vote will be 
taken in so large a number of districts that 
the result ought to indicate pretty clearly 
how the contest is going. To enable our 
readers to watch the returns intelli- 
gently, we subjoin some facts bearing on 
the situation. 

England elects 465, Wales 80, Scotland 
72 and Ireland 103 of the 670 members. In 
the Parliament just dissolved England 
was represented by 223 Conservatives, 241 
Liberals and 1 Parnellite (Mr. T. P. 
O’CONNOR)}; Wales by 27 Liberals and 3 
Conservatives; Scotland by 62 Liberal and 
10 Conservatives; Ireland by 86 Parnellites 
and 17 Conservatives. 

In the test vote on GLADSTONE’s policy 
there were counted, exclusive of the two 
tellers on each side, 311 for and 341 against 
the bill, or, with the tellers, 313 for and 343 
against the bill, showing 656 present be- 
sides the Speaker, and leaving only thir- 
teen members to be accounted for. 

Of the 258 Conservatives, all but two 
were present, and voted against the bill. 
One of the two absent Conservatives, Sir 
ROBERT PEEL, is the solitary member of 
that party who favored the measure. 

Of the 843 members who are counted 
above as present and opposing the bill, 92 
were Liberals, and of the 313 present and 
favoring it, 228 were Liberals and 8 Par- 
nellites. f 

The English Liberals stood 171 for. and 
62 against the bill; the Scottish Liberals, 
38 for, and 23 against; the Welsh Liberals, 
19 for, and 7 against, not counting the ab- 
sentees. 

The Liberals and Parnellites had to- 
gether 417 members, with a majority of 
214 for the bill, as faras the position of 
absentees can be classified. Setting aside 
three members as unclassifiable, the 
House stood 315 for the bill, and 352 
against it. 

So Mr. GLADSTONE has to gain 21 
seats to be sustained, and he must 
gain these either from the 102 members 
now classed as Unionists, or from their 
253 Conservative allies. If their co- 
operation be thorough and harmonious, 
it does not seem probable that they 
Will lose so many of the 355 seats they 
now hold among them. They have plenty 
of money and are fighting hard for 165 seats 
now held by Mr. GLADSTONE’S supporters 
in Great Britain. His friends are 80 
scant of means that, aside from defend- 
ing their own, they are making a fight for 
only 45 British seats now held by Union- 
ists. The vhances seem to be against him, 
but his supporters confidently claim that 
the masses of his party are with him, and 
that he will gain enough Irish votes in 
Great Britain to offset all the Liberal 
votes the bolters can get.

THE LOCAL VETO. 

The Iron Mountain ordinance is now be- 
fore the Mayor for approval or rejection. 
What will he do with it? 

Arecent and familiar instance in the 
history of his own administration may 
serve as a precedent. 

When the Water-gas ordinance was 
awaiting his signature the supporters of 
the measure argued that a veto of the bill 
would put the Mayor on the record as op- 
posed to cheap gas. 

The Mayor took the ground that the en- 
actment of the bill would prevent the peo- 
ple from getting better terms. He took 
the risk of getting a better bill, vetoed the 
water-gas bill and to-day there is no ques- 
tion of the value of the veto. 

The present case is almost identical. 
To-day every one wants a railway con- 
nection to be made, just as every one 
wanted cheap gas. But it is wanted only 
on perfectly fair and satisfactory terms, 
and the pending ordinance does not meet 
those requirements.

Kuehner muttered this rather than spoke it, 
and when he had concluded Judge Van Wag- 
oner said thatin accordance with the verdict 
of the jury in the case he would sentence him 
to hang on August6 by the neck until he was 
dead, and concluded with!

Kuehner stood perfectly passive while his 
Honor was going rough the form of passing 
sentence of death upon him.

SABBATH DESECRATION. 


THE EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE DISCUSSES 
SUNDAY LAWS AND HACKS. 


The Sabbath Question Again Postponed— 
Drinking at Funerals Denounced—Under- 
takers So Instructed—-The Brethren Grow 
Passionate. 


The Evangelical Alliance got into a perspira- 
tion to-day. This statement would not be 80 
tartling in these hot days if it had become 
ecustom of the ministers to say that there 
was a great doubt of the Alliance ever getting 
enthused enough to perspire. 

The first business of the day was of the 
usual perfunctory character. It related to 
the filling of the pulpit Sunday afternoons 
in July at the Central Mis- 
sion, Eleventh and Locust’ streets. 
Rey. O. M. Martin of the Trinity M. E. Church 
was appointed to preach there on the 4th, 
Rev. J. B. Brandt of Memorial Tabernacle 
Presbyterian Church on the 18thand Rev. O. 
O. Jones of the Cook Avenue Methodist on 
the 25th. 

The large gathering of ministers showed 
some interest as Dr. J. H. Brookes arose to 


present his report on Sabbath desecration, 
as chairman of the special committee ap- 
ointed at the last meeting. Dr. Brookes 
s always impressive on account of his size, 
but he was unusually so as he read this paper 
on his pet theme, which he had brought up so 
many summers only to see laid aside. Now, 
however, it seemed as if some impor- 
tant action would have to be taken, for 
after giving a Biblical review of the origin and 
necessity of the Sabbath, he read the general 
laws of Missouri agains: liquor selling on Sun- 
day, and arraigned the Police Commissioners. 
These laws Dr. Brookes dwelt on at 
length. They were the mainspring of 
his report, and as he quoted the 
statutes by number the report seemed to mean 
business. The reader closed with a recdm- 
mendation that the religious press be asked to 
print these statutes, and ask al! Christians de- 
sirous of seeing them enforced to send in their 
names for a Law and Order League. 
WHEN DR. BROOKES HAD CONCLUDED, 

the President, Rev. Dr. John A. Wilson of the 
First United Presbyterian Church, asked for 
discussion. -Dr. Hollifield responded to this 
by saying a few words that knocked 
the report to pieces 4141 He told 
the House that the city of St. Louis was made 
exempt from these by special legislation, and 
that there was no need of criticising the Police 
Commissioners when these violations of the 
Sabbath in the way of liquor selling were 
going on in accordance with law. 

This was followed by a series of questions as 
to what state St. Louls was in, and Rev. 
George P. Wilson raised a laugh by saying, 
‘*the state of perdition, brother.“ 

Then Dr. Felton arose and said they had 
better postpone actionon the report till the 
next meeting. While this was pending Rev. 
Isaac W. Higgs . into the arena and hit 
some hard blows. Hesaid this anti-desecra- 
tion movement must come through church 
people. It would be foolish to expect any 
reform when church members are violating 
the Sabbath in various mild ways. ‘‘How can

Christians take out 

their carrlages for a pleasure drive. You can 
sit around here and talk till you get tired, the 
change must come through church people.“ 

Rev. Dr. Post followed in the same strain. 
He could not agree with all the arguments ad- 
vanced in Dr. Brookes’ paper. He remem- 

that when the bill came up for 
the law exempt- 
St. thére was some 
doubt as to whether by that appeal we would 
not get back under the old Sabbath legislation 
—‘‘a thing we are not ready to forget, said 
the Doctor. There is a right, however, of 
being protected against disturbance on the 
Sabbath. The hucksters were not 
allowed to yell their ‘*bDananas’’ 
on the street on the Sabbath because it would 
beadisturbance. Buton what ground is the 
quiet of Sunday disturbed by boys hawking 
their papers aboutat an early hour Sunday 
morning and peer ali rest shortly 
after dawn. e didn’t dlame the boys. 
The little fellows wanted to earn something. 
But why was not that a violation? Dr. Post 
thought that if the origin of the Sabbath was 
understood it would be seen that it could not 
be reached by legislative enactment. Any 
attempt in that line would have a dangerous 
reaction. The big thing and the first thing to 
get the Christian families permeated with the 
belief that the Sabbath is a day for spiritual 
thought. After that was done, an influence 
ould go out that would remove many of the 
existing nuisances. 
A MOTION TO POSTPONE 
the whole subject until the last Monday in 
September was carried. Then a resolution 
introduced by Dr. J. G. Merrill of the 
First Oongregational Church complimentary 
to Rev. H. S. Williams of the North Presby- 
terian Church who 9 to Ohicago, was 
passed, although Dr. Hollifield thought it was 
outof place as the Presbytery had not yet 
dismissed him.

WOMEN OF CHICAGO. 


How They of the Windy City Are Pushing 
Forward Into Every Walk of Life. 


From the Chicago Times. 

The women of Chicago, bright 
witted, active, cultured, brimmin with 
confidence of success, having left behind 
them the old fable of being born to suffer 
and weep, are pressing forward, a picked 
battalion, to further victories and are 
crowding also into the professions and 
work-places for which they are specially 
fitted, the work in which they do 
better and more decently than 
those who have heretofore mo- 
nopolized them. The objects and 
labor of this army of women may be 
classed as educational, preventive, philan- 
tropical and reformatory in the direction 
of work and of intellectual culture by the 
study of * and science and liter - 
ature and art. Both branches of the work 
have been in all of their various far-reach- 
ing forms successfully undertaken, the 
work of the women of Chicago in the effort 
to raise society to a higher civilization 
extending not only overthe broad ex- 
— 15 of the United States and Canada, 

ut to the isles of the sea, until the globe 
itself is circled. 

There are in this city about fifty women 
lawyers, among them Miss Kate Kane, 
who defended Mulkowski, the murderer, 
with acknowledged ability, and Mrs, 
Judge Bradwell, who publishes a law 
journal. In the medical profession the 
doors of the homeopathic and eclectic 
Cees are open to women students, and

aduates from the Chicago Woman's 
edical College, presided over by Dr. 
Marie J. Mergler, are recognized as ‘‘regu- 
lar” by allthe physicians of that school, 
although women are not admitted to mat- 
triculate in their colleges.

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ARTHUR ORTON, THE TICHBORNE CLAIM- 
ANT, LECTURES IN NEW YORK. 


4 Small Crowd Greets “Sir Roger“ at the 
Windsor ' Theater—Very Tame Talk Re- 
ceived with Applause by One of the Au- 
dience-The American Tour to Be Given 
Up. 


| By Telegraph to the Poer-Drraron. . 

New Tonk, June 2.—Startling revelations 
in connection with his trial and conviction, 
were the inducements held out by Arthur 
Orton, the Tichborne claimant, to attract the 
public to a lecture which he delivered at the 
Windsor Theater last evening. Somehow or 
other the public did not seem to appreciate 
the offer of the claimant. When he reached 
the theater, a little before 8 o’clock, and ap- 
plied his eye toa peep-holein the curtain, it 
required but a simple mathematical calcula- 
ton to sam up that the audience was barely 
large enough to pay expenses. He went to 
his dressing-room and waited till the minute 
hand of his watch reached the figure of 12. 
‘Then he took another look through the curtain 
and his eye lighted upon the robust form of 
Lawyer Edmund E. Price, who was seated in 
one of the boxés, surrounded by a party of 
friends. Two of the remaining boxes were 
occupied by ladies and gentlemen, some of 
whom were recognized as fellow-boarders of 
the lecturer at the Madison Hotel on West 
Fourteenth street. There were only about one 
hundred people in the house alto- 
gether, and it was past time for 


the lecture to begin. The audience began to 
clap and stamp and a small boy in the gallery, 
who evidentiy had no business there, cried, 
„Ah there, ger! A moment later the 
claimant appeared, accompanied <4 a curly - 
haired gentleman, who was to introduce him, 
and who, it transpired later, was Mr. De Mor- 
gan. He said that he had known 
‘‘SIR ROGER’’ 

since 1868, and had traveled and lectured with 
him all over the old country. He told the au- 
dience briefly what the lecturer was about to 
tell them and he finally 
duced him as the only original 
heir to the Tichborme estate. She alleged Sir 
Roger bowed and smiled when the attention of 
the audience was called to his portiy form. A 
young man, with a young beard, who occupied 
a front seat, clapped his hands with might and 
main, and the remainder of the audience fol- 
lowed suit. Sir Roger isa very large man—so 
l , in fact, thata day or two since he was 
obliged to ride on the platform of a bobtail 
car because he could not squeeze through the 
dvorway. He glanced with approval at the 
young man with the young beard 
and then began at the eginning 
of his troubles — the date of his birth. 
He was born in ance, he said, and by con- 
spiracy was taken away from his mother to 

ngland and sent to school there. Later he 
entered the army. After serving three years 
he went to South America. He started to re- 
turn on the good ship Bella, was wrecked in 
mid-ocean and after days of peril and hardship 
in an open boat, was picked up and landed on 
the coast of Australia. He remained there for 
thirteen years and then returned to England. 
He met bis old mother once more and saw her 
every day thereafter till she died. 

Mr. DeMorgan wiped a tear from his left eye 
at this juncture and Sir Roger continued: 
bad seventy-two witnesses on my trial to 
testify forme and there were only thirteen 
against me. I was cross-examined by Lord 
Coleridge and out of 11,800 questions asked me 
lanswered over 9,000 correctly. My trial costs 
were £350 a day for three months, and left me 
a penniless man, $600,000 in debt.

Orton, f an angel had borne false witness 
against me, I could really not have been more 
surprised and pained.’’
